Rules for a Safe Holiday 


The Sierra Madre Fire Department makes the fol¬ 
lowing recommendations for the safe display and dis¬ 
posal of Christmas trees. 

1. Just prior to setting up the tree, saw off the trunk 
on an angle at least one inch above the original cut. 

2. Place the freshly-cut trunk in water and keep the 
water level above the cut the entire time the tree is in¬ 
doors. (Check the water level often.) 

3. Mount the tree securely so that it cannot easily 
be overturned. 

4. Place the tree well away from fireplaces, radi¬ 
ators and other heat sources. Be certain that if it does 
catch fire or falls over, it is so placed that it will not 
block the path of egress from the room. 

5. When decorating the tree, use only fire-retardant 
decorations. Such flame-retardant decorations are avail¬ 
able and are plainly marked. 

6. Use only electric lighting sets which bear the 
UL (Underwriters’ Laboratories) label. Check lighting 
sets each year before using for frayed wires, loose con¬ 
nections and broken sockets. Never use candles on or 
near your tree. 

7. Turn off the tree lights when retiring and when 
leaving the house. 

8. After Christmas remove the tree as soon as pos¬ 
sible. No matter how careful you are, the tree dries out 
and becomes more hazardous. 

9. Trees should never be burned in the fireplace. 

10. If you burn your tree in your incinerator, cut it 
into small sections and burn it a little at a time, with 
constant supervision. 

11. The safest method of disposal is to have the 
tree hauled away.

Versatile Holly Is Favorite 
Any Season of the Year 


Throughout America the Holly is traditionally a Christ¬ 
mastime decoration. Indeed, the waxy green leaves and 
bright red berries have become almost as common in 
American homes as the evergreen tree. 

The popularity of Holly as a decoration in California, 

at least, can partially be at¬ 
tributed to its growing hab¬ 
its— Christmas Hollies can 
be planted and grown suc¬ 
cessfully in most areas of 
this state. 

But the use of Holly 
doesn’t stop there, says the 
California Association of 
Nurserymen, for the various 
kinds of this versatile shrub 
also make attractive back¬ 
ground and landscape plant¬ 
ings. 

The English Holly (Ilex 
aquifolium) has been used 
for Yuletide decorations for 
centuries; in fact, Holly is 
mentioned in old English 
carols and poems. It will 
grow well in all areas of 
California except in the hot 
interiors or locales with al¬ 
kaline soils. 

THERE ARE MANY horti¬ 
cultural forms of English 
Holly such as Ilex aquifo¬ 
lium fertilis, Ilex aquifolium 
teuffel, the Dutch Holly or 
Jan Van Tol (Ilex aquifolium 
Van Tol).
